Masnavi Mirhassan. 

Best copy of the Poems of famous poet Mirhassan, Oudh Kings' collec- 
tion. Very rich gold lackquered embossed skin cover, Kashmere 
work, thin paper, very rich decorative varied coloured gold borders, 
best pictures of later Mogul art 1 8th century. The historical piclures 
are of Shaha Alarn, Emperor of Delhi and Suja-ud-daula of Oudh. 

Mirat-un-Nuium, ( Astronomical Work. ) 

Fully illustrated 18th century ( Gujrat Pen.) 

" The Manuscript is a Persian translation called ' Mirat-un-Nujuni ' 
of an Arabic work on Astronomy. In the preface pp. 1-4 the 
translator Hammiddudin son of Maulavi Shaikh Mahomed of 
Ahmedabad writes that by the order of Nawab Yegh Begkhan of 
Surat he translated in 1145 A, H. the Astronomical work of 
Abdur Rahman son of Umer better known as Abdul Hasan Sufi. 

The Sufi ( B 903: D 986 A. D. ) was contemporary of the famous 
Astronomer Abul Wafa of Khurasan. He revised and improved 
the Astronomical Tables of Almaqust. composed by Ptolemy in the 
2nd. century A. D. He discovered three more stars and prepared 
his own Astronomical Tables, (vide Sharhi Chiqueavi pp. 8.) 

The Manuscript has brought to light the labours of the Sufi. Perso- 
nal anecdotes are given at pp 16 6-9. describing his travels and 
attachment to the Court of Azdad Daula The Great Dylanith 
Monarch for whom the Sufi wrote this work in 349 A. H. 

The work though translated some 200 years back is however 1000 
years old. 

The Manuscript which preserves that work in Persian though incom- 
plete is therefore rare and valuable. The handwriting is good 
specimen of modern Nastatig. The book however is rare as only 
one copy of the Persian translation appears to be known. This is 
at Constantinople.

The-Kuran. ( Said to belong to Aurangzeb )• 

Roll — Excellent specimen of miniature art developed in that time. 
Written in gold, red and black ink. The letters are in different 
designs. It cannot be read without the help of a magnifying glass.

Small Kuran, 1 7th century work. Written by a Fakir who is said 
to have written many Kurans like this and sold to the nobles 
and the proceeds he used in charity. The miniature border and 
the first and last page highly decorated. The cover is of fine 
green velvet with embossed gold leaves.

The first page highly illuminated, shows the excellent specimen of 
decorative art India had reached in the early Mogul period. 
The Mss is written in time of Akbar the Great. 16th century 
work. The paper is moth eaten yet the colours, ink are in mar- 
vellous preservation. Here and there the whole volume is nicely 
decorated.

Frames, Pictures, Idols, &c. 

CASE No. 1. 

1 Jewelled Frame. Vishwantara Jatak. 

This is a picture of Prince Vishwantara of Kaiinga, son of King 
Sanjaya, Buddhist Prince, encrusted with precious stones. It is 
36" x30" in size surmounted by a bejewelled frame. Below the 
scenes of the Jataka is inscribed on account of the story of the 
Jataka in Devanagari Characters. It is entirely a work of Art, ati 
exact idea of which can only be had by actually viewing it. The 
Art is lovely and perfect manifesting itself in its minutest detail, the 
figures are life-like, wonderfully well worked out and absolutely 
within proportion while the work is undoubtedly a superb specimen 
of the state Indian Art had then reached. The frame is a fitting 
mount over the magnificient picture and the exquisite nature of it 
and of the back'ground of the picture is a telling monument over the 
glory of the Master^Artist who has produced it. Work of old

CASE No. 2 

2 Picture of Ganesha. 

This is a picture of Shree Ganesha with a bejewelled frame. It is 
24" X 24" in size. The idol of Ganesha is carved out of a 6" crystal 
and fixed in a background made of precious stones and is surrounded 
by nicely arranged crystals, rubies and other precious stones. It is as 
holy as charming in effect and is an artistic production of no mean 
type. Shree Ganesha is, as it, were, seated on a carpet of lovely and 
varigated precious stones and shines with the white lusture which 
distinguishes it. 

3 The Stupa of Buddha. 

This is a beautiful specimen of Buddhist Stupa. In the lower portion 
on four sides, images of Buddha are placed in niches. The top is 
encrusted with jewels with one big silver ball enamelled in mother^ 
of'pearl colour, on the top of which a beautiful Shikhara is encrus^ 
ted w'ith jewels and an exquisite work of creepers in gold and 
silver and diffused with jewels. 
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4 Idol of Vishnu. 

Excellent piece of art. Idol is carved out of a big crystal, encrusted 
with rubies, emeralds and turquoise. It is very difficult to find such a 
big crystal. The Art is very attractive and exquisite. 

5 Vishnu and Lakshmi on Garuda. 

It is a frame most artistically done in gold and silver, encrusted with 
precious stones and turquoise. The frame shows the best speci- 
men of filigree work. 

6 Picture of Ranch Devatas. 

This is a picture of (PANCHA DEVATAS) or FIVE GODS, 
charmingly arranged in a row at measured distance, each in 
beautiful jew/ehwork nitches. It is 24" x 12" in size. The work is 
in no sense inferior to that of any of the aforesaid pictures while 
the symmetry of the figures and their detailed workmanship 
enhance the religious tone which pervades it- 

7 Picture of indra. 

This is a picture of Indra also encrusted with jewels. It is 10"x 6" 
in size. The picture has a beauty of its own and is peculiar for its 
rarity, its artistic get up and attractive presentation. 

8 &- 9 1 wo Idols of Mahakali. 

This is an idol of Shree Mahakali. It is 6" x 4" in size. It is a 
miniature work of the idol of the Great and Terrible Goddess 
Mahakali, which, is highly attractive in its nature, and shows exquisite 
workmanship. It is also set with jewels of suitable colour and shape. 

10 Picture of Surya, the Sun-God. 

The idol of Sun is carved in ivory. The whole frame is encrusted 
with jewels and the colours are mixed so harmonously and makes it a 
wonderful piece of art. Everything is precious stone and colours 
are mixed by different kinds of precious stones. 

1 1 A Jewelled Conch, 

The conch is encrusted with jewelled plate and coloured ivory figures 
of Garuda, Hari-Hara, Vishnu and Shankar. The emblem of the 
ancient Kanoj family. The work is lucidly and harmoniously done 
in beautiful curves fully encrusted with rubies, turquoise. &-c. 

12 Head jewelled ornament of ladies. 

13 Two Gold Earrings. 

14 Four necklace pieces. 

15 AShirpech and a piece of Kada (hand ornament) of Shivajee Maharaj- 

Satara collection, gold enamelled work, exquisite specimen of gold 
enamelled art.

This is a very rare stone. It is a sacred stone not alone with the 
Hindus but also with Mahomedans who call it Saheb a-Sullaimani.

These are copper pots encrusted with gold work and used for Gods in 
the temples. It is old Nepal work. 

CASE No. 4 

20 The Idol of Shankar. 

This is copper, gold-plated Idol encrusted with jewells. The work of 
Idol and the back pieces are most artistic and most exquistely worked. 
The idol is so attractive as if there is life in it. It reminds one of the 
description given by Kalidasa in his Kumar Sambhava, of Shankar. 
The idol is in sitting posture on Sinhasana or throne made of excellent 
brass work, supported by beautifully worked elephants. The 
Prabhaval at the back of it, is copper, gilded and consists of nice 
foliage making a beautiful arch. 

CASE No. 10 

21 Buddha's Temple. 

This is a picture of Buddha's Temple with demi-Gods surrounding it. 
It is a gilded picture on copper 27" x 22" in size and suitably 
framed. As will be seen from the photograph, the picture speaks 
for itself and at once takes us to holy atmosphere from which we 
do not feel inclined to withdraw. The Art is very exquisite as 
well as attractive. The work on the background is marvellously 
elaborate and patient while the figures breathe a life of their own. 
The arrangement and proportion of the figures, the charming get up 
and mysterious tale of the picture, and the magnificient work which 
it presents is a vivid proof of the stage Indian Art had reached at 
orie time. 

22 The Idol of Shankara in Ugra Swarup. 

This is a group of Idols, showing the dance of Shankaia in anger with 
Goddess Parvati, and two Ganas, is an excellent work of art 
representing on the face of Shankara signs of anger. The Crovyn 
and Prabhaval are represented by flames of silver and gold. While 
Parvati is laughing at Shankara's anger. The idols are of gold, 
enamelled in skin colour, encrusted with jewels. The idols arc 
on exquisitely worked brass Sinhasana or throne. 
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CASE No. 1 1 


23 The Buddha Cabinet. 

This is an idol of Buddha enthroned surrounded by gods. It is 
52'' X 33" in size, and is encrusted with precious stones. The idol 
of Buddha is made of crystal. The crystal has been marvellously 
worked upon and shaped and the result has been successful and 
life-like that even a layman is at once inspired at first sight to kneel 
before the Holy God. The seat is calm and unperturbed, the face 
effulgent and inviting, the body perfectly symmetrical in all respects 
and the whole a unique specimen of rare workmanship which is a 
fitting canopy over the God beneath. The surroundings are also 
shaped from varigated crystals, each different in colour, work 
manship and grandeur, and all the figures are laid over a wall 
studded with precious stones, strong as the natural ground, yet 
exquisite in point of detail, workmanship and naturalness. The 
picture stand unsurpassed for its beauty, artistic perfection, purity of 
thought and magnificient arrangement of idols of charming and 
varigated crystals. 

24 The Idol of Varun 

This i^ a gilded idol of Shree Varun with jewelled armlets and 
necklace, artistically seated on a crocodile under the hoods of a 
great cobra. It is 23'' x 1 6" in size. The God of water is extremely 
lovely in shape and symmetry of form and is seated most artistically. 
The idol is very rare while the work is undoubtedly a work of ari* 

25 The Idol of Hari-hara, Copper gilded with excellent work of Prabhavala, 

26 Silver Box. 

It is a small box with excellent silver gilded vv4re-work (filigree) with 
an idol of Vishnu in turquoise and encrusted with small rubies old 
Nepal work. 

The whole collection of these jewelled articles is a very rare and an 
excellent specimen of old Indian art. The specimens are not only of the 
inest artistic masterpieces but of educational and historical value. This 
vorkmanship is so exquisite and perfect that even though hundreds of years 
eem to have elapsed, thereafter, it is asatlractive and intact as if it were only 
ecently made. While the art is so uncommon that even the best moder 
i artists can hardly faithfully copy it. It must have taken the artists many 
ears of patient work to produce even parts of some of them, so elaborate 
i the work, so complete and perfect is its workmanship.

DIVISION II. 

Bidri work-or Silver damascened work in Iron, & c. 

Bidri work, is a kind of damascened ware, derived its name from 
the town of Bidar, its original home. It is said that one of the Hindu king of 
the country of which Bidar was the capital, invented the ware. Many imp- 
rovements followed, through the efforts of his Hindu successors: but it remai- 
ned for the Mahomedans to bring the work to its highest excellence-Like many 
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other handicrafts it declined. Later days have however seen, partia resus 
citation of this ancient art, which may be regarded as one of the most 
interesting forms of metal work in the country, being particularly Indian in 
its development, and having few, if any, imitators else where. 

At present, Bidriware is manufactured at Bidar, Lucknow, Purnia 
Murshidabad and Hyderabad. 

Bidri is a curious process of damascening with silver upon any aloy 
composed of copper, lead, and tin, blackened by the application of a solu' 
tion of sal-ammoniac, saltpetre, salt and copper sulphate. The forms requi- 
red are cast in the molten metals and then turned upon a lathe to complete 
each shape and to prepare a surface for the engraving, which is designed to 
receive, not only wire, but flat pieces of silver. These are hammered into 
their places, and when this process is finished it is covered with the solution, 
to which rape-oil has been added. The blackening process lasts for some 
hours, then the article is cleaned and scoured until the silver decoration 
shines undimmed* 

The articles are Hukkas ( smoking bowls ) Surahies ( water goglets ) 
Tustas ( w'ater wash basins) Pakdans ( spittoons ) Pandans ( betal cases ) 
abkhoras ( Drinking cups ) flower-vases, tumblers, plates, trays Etc.
